PRINTING OM VELLUM. Only one other copy of this 
remarkable printed form is known.—that in the British 
Museum. This Guild was a very interesting example of 
a Medizval Guild, for though it consisted largely of the 
merchants and traders of the city of Boston, much of its 

_ constitution still remained of an ecclesiastical nature, at 
a time when the Guilds in larger cities had become limited 
to particular callings and were mainly secular in character. 
This form recites some of the privileges of the Guild and 
also that the Guild undertook the support of seven 
priests, twelve choir boys and thirteen beadsmen ; from 
its accounts it appears also to have maintained a Gram- 
mar School. By the indulgences obtained from successive 
popes the Guild was allowed to have their own Confessor, 
who could relax for them the severe rules of diet in Lent, 
and also, brethren and sisters of the confraternity who 
resorted to the chapel of Our Lady in St. Botolph’s 
Church at the great festivals had pardon no less than if 
they themselves had visited the stations of Rome. Fox 
in his Book of Martyrs telis an interesting story how a 
renewal and extension of these privileges had _ been 
gained from the Pope about 1510 by no less a person 
than Thomas Cromwell. One Geoffrey Chambers was 
commissioned by the Guild to visit Rome for the purpose 
of obtaining a renewal of old and some additional privilege 
from his Holiness, and on his journey he met with Crom- 
well whose aid he invoked. Cromwell contrived to way- 
lay the Pope on his return from hunting. ‘ Approached 
him with his English presents, brought in with a three 
man’s song (as we call it), in the English tongue, and 
after the English fashion. The Pope suddenly marvelling 
at the strangeness of the song... willed them to be 
called in. Cromwell there shewing his obedience, and 
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offering his gelly junkets, such as kings and princes, said 
he, and the realme of England vie to feed upon, desired 
the same to be accepted in benevolent part.” After 
the Pope had tasted the sweetmeats, he immediately 
granted the petition of the Boston Guild. 

Besides the chapel of Our Lady in the Church of St. 
Botolph, the Guild also had a Guild Hall of their own in 
South Street, which was surrendered to the first Mayor 
of Boston in 1546. It was used by the Corporation for 
their meetings up to 1835. From the inventory of the 
goods of the guild made in 15384, it is clear that it was 
very wealthy. The total weight of its jewels and silver 
and gold vessels was 1028 ounces. Many books are 
named in the inventory.

The book of Calamy probably 
had a considerable effect in checking the spread of these 
delusions, but Lacy still continued his prophetical out- 
pourings, though as time went on his followers diminished.

In this voyage Dixon commanded tke Queen Charlotte 
and Captain Portlock her consort, the King George, but 
the two vessels separated for a long period, it being 
considered more likely to lead to profitable results if 
they worked independently. Consequently this narra- 
tive is essentially different from that of Portlock, es- 
pecially as regards the geographical discoveries that 
the two captains severally made.
